INQUIRY AT THE MAGISTRACY.

THE DEFENCE OF SINGAPORE, 


ADOLISGING THE ASIATIC ARTILLERY. 
: Singapore, April 14, 
Thera ia o peouliar feature about the Army 
Estimates for 1896-07, clussly affecting the 
Singapore garrisos, which seema to havo 
escaped attention, This amounts to nothing 
lesa than tho abolition of 5 component part of 
the prarent garrison, tho Asiatic Artillory, of 
which.there is one company here, ‘Tho step 
is, wo think. a significant one, For it dova 
not imply tho reduotion of the garrison to 
that extent, but aucha substitution ce will 
raise the valne of the personnel, It ia not 
for us to eay what may be. the worth ana 
fighting ‘anit of the Asiatio Company, We 
are convinoed that overy care hag boon taken 
with the artillery training of the Pathans 
who compose the bulk of that corps, The 
broad fact romaine that while the four oom- 
panies Asiatio Artillery at Hongkong ore ta 
atand, that company stationed at Singapore 
ia to be reduced, that ia to sny, abolished. 
A considoration of this, fact might be con.’ 
strued to the datriment of the local company 
ag compared with the Hongkong companion, 
But that condlusion would be wrong, there 
is good ground for saying, The truth appears 
to be thie, that the artillery. defence of 
Singapore is deemed by the Defenao 
Cummittee at Homo, or thea War Offica, 
orwhatever the special authority may 
bo that is rospondible for tha dedi. 
sion, to be a matter of such importouce 
that it is now. determined to add ta the, 
strength of the European Artillery here, and 
to that end the Asiatio Artillery are to be 
abolished.

Asiatio Artillery. Tor 1896-97 the Ks.
